DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totali 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  18  the  vector  »um  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:      The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  lime.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  In  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  aU  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.    For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m..,  C.S.T.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipita- 
tion" table.  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  m  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wmd"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  polnla 
for  successive  observations;   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  Inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  In  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  wnow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW.  uidicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  offiCL-.

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ARKANSAS     -     MARCH  1967 
SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


March  was  a  dry,  warm  and,  at  times,  stormy 
month  In  Arkansas.  Particularly  in  the  west- 
central  and  northwest  counties,  it  was  a  con- 
tinuation of  a  precipitation  deficient  winter; 
less  than  50  percent  of  the  normal  March  rain 
fell  in  this  Ozark  mountain  area.  Forest  fire 
hazards    rose    steadily   throughout   the  month. 

Spring  warmth  was  felt  throughout  the  month, 
resulting  in  a  season  advanced  at  least  two 
weeks  over  average  years.  The  Little  Rock 
average  temperature  for  the  month  was  warmer 
than  any  year  since  1938. 


The  Hot  Springs- Little  Rock  tornadoes  of  March  5 
were  the  weather  headlines.  This  was  a  single 
funnel  cloud,  though  at  times  aloft,  that  struck 
the  two  cities  in  a  45-minute  period.  Approxi- 
mately $2  million  in  property  damage  was  sus- 
tained in  both  cities.  This  brief  period  of  des- 
truction exceeded  all  of  the  property  damage 
reported  in  the  entire  year  of  1966  in  all  of 
Arkansas.  No  deaths  occurred,  and  only  10 
persons  were  injured  from  severe  weather  during 
the  month.

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ARKANSAS  -  APRIL  1967 
SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


For  most  of  Arkansas,  April  started  off  dry  and 
warm.  Spring  bloom  and  early  foliage  was  con- 
sidered to  be  1  to  2  weeks  earlier  than  usual.  Much 
of  the  State  had  received  only  50  percent  of  its 
normal  rainfall  for  the  first  3  months  of  the  year 
1967.  At  the  end  of  the  second  week  of  April, 
however,  cold  and  rain  completely  reversed 
the  normal  transition  from  winter  to  summer. 

By  the  end  of  April,  it  was  considered  that, 
agriculturally  at  least,  spring  was  almost  2 
weeks  behind  schedule.   From  the  13th  through 


the  30th  a  total  of  5  tornadoes,  26  windstorms, 
5  hailstorms,  and  8  funnels  aloft  had  been 
observed.  Locally  heavy  rains  and  considerable 
flooding  took  place  along  the  Ouachita  and  tri- 
butaries in  the  southwest  of  the  State.  Some 
rainfall  totals  exceeded  their  April  normals  by 
almost  100  percent  in  these  southwestern  counties 
of  Arkansas. 

Together  with  the  cool,  cloudy,  and  rainy  weather, 
daytime  temperatures  in  the  sixties  and  seventies 
marked  the  last  half  of  April.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS-     Unless  otherwise  indicated,   diraensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  In  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and 

wind  movement  In  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  In  "Supplemental  Data" 

table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME-     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 

saving  time  Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  Is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these 

stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,   C.S.T.     Data  In  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipitation"  table,   "Dally  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,   and  snowfall  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   when  published,   are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table ■ — Sax  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,   sleet,   or  ice  on  the  ground.     Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;   consequently,   occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

SEASONAL  TABLES:     Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July 
Issue  of  this  bulletin . 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  Issue  of  this  publication.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 

August  was  extremely  cool  in  Arkansas,  especially  Fort  Smith  averaged  5.6°  below  normal  and 
in  the  northeastern  two-thirds.  Texarkana  3.6°  below. 


It  was  one  of  the  coolest  on  record  in  Little  Rock, 
averaging  75.5°  or  5.8°  below  normal.  August 
1915  averaged  0.2°  cooler. 

Record  low  temperatures  (both  maximum  and 
minimum)  were  established  on  several  different 
days  in  all  areas,  especially  during  the  last 
3  weeks. 


Much  of  the  State  received  only  40  to  60  percent 
of  its  normal  rainfall  during  the  month,  with  a 
few  areas  receiving  near  normal  amounts.  The 
driest  areas  were  extreme  southeast,  extreme 
northwest,  and  southwest.

SPECIAL   WEATHER  SUMMARY 


September  1967  was  a  record  breaking  cool 
month  for  most  Arkansas  sections.  As  an 
example.  Little  Rock's  69.0°  average  tempera- 
ture was  5.3°  below  normal.  The  same  identical 
average  temperature  was  reached  in  September  of 
1918.  Otherwise,  no  September  has  been  as 
cool  since  the  beginning  of  records  back  in  1879. 

Except  for  a  short  5-  or  6-day  balmy  spell  in 
mid-month,  daily  temperatures  consistently  fell 
below  normal. 

The  coolest  for  the  month  was  the  29th  when  early 


morning  temperatures  set  records  for  most  re- 
porting points.  All  three  Weather  Bureau  offices. 
Little  Rock,  Texarkana,  and  Fort  Smith,  set  new 
record  low  temperatures  for  the  date.  Gilbert 
dropped  to  29°  and  frost  was  reported  as  far 
south  as  Camden.  These  reports  were  well  over 
a  month  ahead  of  the  normal  first  occurrence  of 
frost. 

Precipitation  ran  2  to  4  inches  above  normal  for 
the  month  in  some  central  and  northern  counties.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


December  was  a  predominantly  cloudy  and  rainy 
month.  Rain  was  reported  on  more  than  half 
of  the  days  of  the  month. 

Amounts  exceeded  the  December  normals  by 
as  much  as  5  inches.  Flooding  occurred  on  the 
Black  River  near  Black  Rock,  on  the  Cache 
River,  and  along  the  White  River,  particularly 
below  Clarendon. 


A  strong  cold  front  on  the  21st  triggered  severe 
windstorms  over  much  of  the  State.  Two  tornadoes 
were  observed,  one  in  downtown  Fort  Smith  and 
another,  also  in  the  middle  of  the  city,  in  Hope. 
Statewide,  six  persons  were  injured  in  the  severe 
weather  on  this  date,  together  with  considerable 
property  damage.

A  2-week  period,  January  2- 13,  1968,  represented 
a  glaze-ice- snow  combination  in  the  State  —  the 
most  damaging  since  March  of  1960.  The  storm 
caused  six  deaths,  numerous  injuries,  and  $1.5 
million  damage. 

A  light  rain  and  drizzle  combination  produced  a 
hazardous  glaze  on  the  2d  and  3d  and  tied  up 
traffic  in  north-central  Arkansas.  This  was 
followed  by  separate  waves  of  freezing  rain 
and  sleet  occurring  from  the  5th  through  the 
10th  of  the  month.  This  glaze  accumulated 
primarily  in  the  central  and  east-central  counties. 

The  conclusion  of  this  wintry  series  was  a 
2-  to  5-inch  snowfall  in  the  northeast  and  east- 
central  counties  on  the  13th. 

Southwest  Bell  Telephone  Company  estimated 
$1  million  damage  affecting  15,000  customers 
in  nearly  20  cities.  Long  distance  and  local 
phone  service  was  lost;  1,800  new  poles,  1,300 
crossbars,    and    175  miles  of  cable  and  wire 


were  used  in  the  repairs,  and  1,400  customers 
still  were  without  service  one  week  later. 

In  the  State,  55,000  customers  lost  power. 
Arkansas  Power  and  Light  reported  $500,000 
damages. 

Airline  and  bus  service  was  curtailed  In  Little 
Rock  for  over  2  days. 

Schools  in  many  sections  were  closed  2-1/2  to 
3  days. 

Radio  and  TV  stations  in  Little  Rock  experienced 
interruptions  in  operations. 

Six  were  killed,  three  lost  their  lives  in  auto 
accidents,  one  died  of  exposure,  and  two  teenage 
boys  in  Little  Rock  were  killed  in  a  sledding 
accident. 

Numerous  people  were  admitted  to  hospitals  with 
bruises  and  broken  bones  due  to  falls  on  ice.

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ARKANSAS  -  MARCH  196  8 
SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


March  was  marked  by  two  near-recordbreaking 
snowstorms.  A  12-county  area  of  northwest  and 
north-central  Arkansas  was  paralyzed  by  a 
recordbreaking  snowstorm  on  the  11th  and  12th. 
Rain  began  early  on  the  11th,  changing  to  snow  by 
noon  and  early  afternoon  and  to  heavy  snow  by 
nightfall.  The  heavy  snow  accompanied  by  strong 
winds  continued  during  the  night,  ending  on  the 
morning  of  the  12th.  The  heavy  and  wet  snow, 
combined  with  sleet,  piled  up  to  10  to  near  15 
inches  in  depth  in  the  four  counties  in  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  State.  Snowfall  amounts 
of  3  to  5  inches  were  observed  as  far  south  and 
east  as  Fort  Smith,  Devils  Knob,  Gilbert,  and 
Mt.  Home.  Wind-driven  snow  piled  up  drifts  of 
4  to  5  feet  in  depth  in  Washington,  Benton,  and 
Carroll  Counties.  The  storm  was  described  as 
the  worst  in  at  least  20  years.  Traffic  came  to 
a  standstill  and  in  some  sections  only  horseback 
transportation  was  attempted.  Highways  were 
closed  east  and  west  of  Eureka  Springs,  and  in 
many  communities  even  mail  delivery  was  not 
made.  The  Fayetteville,  Springdale,  and  Rogers 
area  was  probably  the  hardest  hit.  Awnings, 
roofs,  carports,  and  canopies  caved  in  and  sagged. 
Milk  delivery  was  stopped  and  no  feed  delivery 
to  brooder  houses  resulted  in  chicken  losses. 

In  eastern  Arkansas  the  first  day  of  spring  was 


followed  by  one  of  the  worst  snowstorms  within 
memory,  particularly  for  so  late  in  the  season. 
One  West  Memphis  resident  called  it  the  storm 
to  threaten  the  record  18-inch  St,  Patricks  Day 
snow  of  the  late  1800' s.  The  heavy  snow  was 
confined  largely  to  the  Arkansas  counties  border- 
ing on  the  Mississippi  River.  The  western  limit  of 
the  snow  ran  from  about  BlythevlUe  to  Wynne, 
Brinkley,  Star  City,  Warren,  and  El  Dorado. 
Following  a  24-hour  rain  period,  the  snow  began 
at  noon  on  Thursday,  the  21st,  and  continued 
until  noon  and  afternoon  Friday,  the  22d.  With 
14  inches  on  the  ground  at  west  Memphis  at  noon 
of  the  22d,  it  was  still  falling  at  the  rate  of  1  inch 
per  hour.  West  Memphis  and  Memphis  snow 
depths  reached  as  high  as  16  inches  on  the  ground 
at  times.  Osceola  had  10  inches,  with  12  inches 
reported  as  far  south  as  Dumas.  Four  to  6  inches 
of  snow  fell  along  the  Louisiana  border  from 
Huttig  to  Crossett  to  Eudora.  At  the  height  of  the 
storm  some  13,000  customers  were  out  of  electric 
service.  Four  were  injured  in  car  accidents  in 
Forrest  City.  Considerable  damage  was  done 
to  trees,  awnings,  and  carport  roofs.  A  dozen 
towns  were  without  long  distance  telephone  ser- 
vice. Peach  trees  and  other  early  spring  bloom 
was    in   progress   at   the   time  of  the  storm.

Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65  F.     In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME-     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 

saving  time  SHow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these 

stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,   C.S.T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipitation"  table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,   and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   when  published,   are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,   sleet,   or  ice  on  the  ground.     Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;   consequently,   occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


April  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  violent 
months  for  weather  in  Arkansas  history.  Severe 
weather  occurred  on  9  days  in  the  month,  3  of 
which  were  tornado  days.  The  total  tornado  count 
was  10  for  the  month.  In  excess  of  300  persons 
were  injured  in  tornadoes  and  20  lives  were  lost. 

On  the  3d,  a  series  of  tornadoes  and  tornadlc 
winds  carved  an  180-mile  path  from  Bradley, 
Lincoln,  and  Drew  Counties  in  the  south  up 
northeastward  to  West  Memphis  and  southern 
Mississippi  counties  in  the  east-central  sections. 
A  14-mile  continuous  path  on  the  ground  in 
Lincoln  County  was  the  deadliest  of  this  series 
of  storms. 

On  the  19th,  beginning  with  the  Greenwood  tor- 
nado, a  total  of  3  separate  tornadoes  were 
observed.  In  4  minutes  of  tornado  contact 
with   the   ground   shortly   after  3:00  p.m.,  14 


people  lost  their  lives  in  Greenwood,  and  most 
of  the  business  section  and  town  square  was 
wiped  out. 

Later  the  same  day,  tornadoes  of  lesser  in- 
tensity were  reported  at  Blue  Mountain  Lake 
and  vicinity  and  in  the  Greers  Ferry  and  Heber 
Springs  section. 

Hail  of  major  proportions  fell  on  3  successive 
evenings  on  the  26th,  27th,  and  28th  in  the 
southern  half  of  the  State.  This  record-breaking 
period  of  hail,  wind,  and  rain  affected  26  counties 
in  the  southern  half  of  the  State.  Much  of  the 
peach  and  tomato  crop  was  lost. 

Small  grains,  gardens,  timber,  homes,  and  auto- 
mobiles were  badly  damaged.  Golf  ball-  and 
tennis  ball-size  hail  was  common.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


May  represented  the  second  month  in  a  row  of 
violent  and  unusual  weather  for  Arkansans,  Severe 
weather  of  one  variety  or  another  was  observed 
on  12  days  during  the  month  with  6  confirmed 
tornadoes  and  4  "tornado  days".  Ten  record- 
breaking  days  of  heavy  rain  began  on  May  8. 
May  13-18  resulted  in  re-writing  the  flood  re- 
cords in  parts  of  the  Ouachita,  Arkansas  River, 
and  Red  River  basins  in  central  and  southwest 
Arkansas. 

The  first  tornado  day  of  the  month  was  on  the 
10th  when  a  funnel  cloud  briefly  touched  down 
at  Hampton,  Calhoun  County.  The  spectacular 
tor na die  day  of  the  month,  however,  was  the  15th 
when  two  tornado  paths,  both  in  excess  of  75 
miles  were  carved  in  the  northern  counties.  An 
area  of  extreme  instability  began  around  Mt. 
Home  and  the  Lake  Norfork  area  on  this  date 
and  traveled  along  the  Arkansas-Missouri  border 
producing  tornadic  and  windstorm  damage  for  a 
path  of  100  miles. 

Then  the  same  evening  a  tornado  dropped  down  on 
the  small  community  of  Oil  Trough,  destroying 
one-half  to  two-thirds  of  the  entire  town.  This 


same  violent  squally  area  then  bred  tornadoes  of 
very  damaging  consequence  at  Tuckerman,  Jones- 
boro,  and  Manila.  In  about  a  4-1/2-hour  period 
on  this  evening  45  people  lost  their  lives  and 
well  over  400  people  were  injured.  Jonesboro 
alone  accounted  for  34  lives  lost  and  350  injuries. 

Near-record  river  stages  were  observed  on  the 
main  stem  of  the  Ouachita  River  at  Rockport 
(near  Malvern)  and  at  Arkadelphia.  At  Camden, 
the  river  reached  43.08  feet,  the  highest  stage 
since  February  1,  1949,  (44.5  feet),  and  the 
fourth  highest  measured  stage  on  record.  Arka- 
delphia crested  at  30.08  feet,  just  short  of  the 
record  30.3  feet  on  March  30,  1945. 

Serious  flooding  also  occurred  in  Little  Rock, 

mainly  on  Fourche  Creek  causing  over  $1 

million  damage. 

Monthly  rainfall  totals  were  much  above  normal 
over  all  the  Ouachita  and  Arkansas  basins,  and 
over  the  mid  and  lower  White  basin,  but  reached 
spectacular  totals  of  over  20  inches  in  the 
mountainous  headwaters  of  the  Caddo  and  Little 
Missouri  Rivers.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:     Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  In  "F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and 
wind  movement   In  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65' F.      In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,   C.S.T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,    "Daily  Precipitation"  table,    "Dally  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,   and  snowfall  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   when  published,   are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.
